Pega preliminary examinations and a 
fair system of promotion will secure for 
New-York as able a staff of teachers ‘as any 
city in the country, and the fitness of eandi- 
dates would certainly not be impaired ‘by 
the necessity of having to make more 
personal sacrifices to procure a sufficient 
preliminary training, 


STATE AID TO IMMIGRATION, 


Some of the Western States have Boards 
of Immigration, whose business is to make 
known the inducements offered to strangers 
in search of new homes, to influence the 
judgment of those who are undecided, and 
as far as possible to facilitate their settle- 
ment. In two or thrée instances,’ the 
boards are serviceable realities within the 
narrow sphere to which their operations 
have been confined; in, others, they are 
heard of only when the yearly appropriation 
is to be voted, or when some 
petty distinction is to be asequired. 
Wisconsin is one of the States which have 
called these agencies into existence, and 
which is not altogether satisfied with the 
results. Its board has conceived the idea 
of making en effort at this port, as the chief 
p:ace of debarkation for, emigrants, .with 
the view of diverting emigrants. from other 
channels, and rendering stibstantial assist- 
ance to desirable emigrants who are una- 
ble, unsided, to reach Wisconsin, A State 
agency in this City is talked of as part of the 
machinery to be employed, ’ and a fund ig to 
be provided to be used at discretion for the 
promotion of the contemplated object. 

An increase in the volume of emigration, 
with the certainty that'it will speedily ac- 
quire the proportions it maintained before 
the panic, undoubtedly is the immediate 
cause of whatever may be attempted in 
this direction. Unless all the signs fail; we 
are on the eve of another great movement 
of population from the Old World) under 
conditions that will render it exceptionally 
noteworthy as a means of stimulating ma- 
terial development. And now, as before, 
the West will receive the largest share of 
the advantages accrning from the move- 


ment. The time is not far past when Wis-- 


consin was favored in thig respect. For a 
series of years it was the preferred State in 
the opinion of some of the best emi- 
grating nationalities. There is still ample 
room Within its borders. Its ehoivest agti- 
cultural districts are no longer available, 
and to this circumstance, ps, should 
be attributed the flow past its borders which 
its Board of Immigration is ‘anxious. to 
check. The State, we suspéot, is in the 
same relative position that Michigan still 
oveupies to the prairie region. The 
emigrants who cross it leave behind 
them lands that will! yet slowly bat 
surely attract settlers of “a certain 
class. Iowa was Wisconéin’s first “for- 
midable competitor; Kansas‘ came next; 
then Nebraska; and now Minnesota draws 
to its happy blending of timber, prairie, 
and water the emigrants to whom in its. 
early days Wisconsin offered these eharac- 
teristics to an extent which only Minnesota 
has eclipsed. With all its growth in popu- 
lation, improvement, enterprise, and wealth, 
Wisconsin finds itself, like Michigan, neg- 
lected by the great body of emigrants.

‘suits AGAINST STATES, — 
A subject we long ago diseussed—the 


in passing “An act to protect citizens of 
this Btate having claims against other 
States.” Under this, any citizen of that 
State holding a dishonored claim against 
another State may assign it to the State and 
give security for costs, whereupon the State 
Attorney-General shall bring suit in the 
name of the State, A similar law has been 
proposed here, but New-Hampshire is the 


‘first State to enact it... That State will now 


be able to put the plan to test, and, although 
the relief is in terms limited to citizens of 
New-Hampshire, it will be entirely easy to 
practically extend it, beeguse anybody can 
sell or assign his claim to s New-Hamp- 
shire man. 

There is no doubt that ‘a State.can sue in 
its own name. upon sich assignment as is 
proposed; nor that a State may sue another, 
for the Constitution expressly recognizes 
“ontroversies between twoor more States.” 
The Supreme Court cannot well avoid enter- 
taining the case, but the first step in resiat- 
ance may be the plea that, as the State is 
not the real party in interest, the form of 
the suit is only an attempt to evade the 
well-known eleventh amendment, This plea 
was set up in the case of Osborne against 
the United States Bank (9 Wheaton, 738,) 
where the State of Ohio, by its Auditor, had 
seized bank funds in lieu of unpdid taxes. 
The bank claimed that “in all cases where 
jurisdiction depends on the character of a 
party reference is made to the party on the 
record, not.to one who may. be interested 
but is not shown by the record to be a par- 
ty.”. We are suing the Auditor; said the 
bank, and it will not do to go behind the 
record. Iam the State of Ohio, demurred 
the Auditor, and a State canzfot be sued. 
The case was decided for the bank, but it 
did not clearly appear whether inquiry 
eould not be made as to who is the real 
plaintiff. 

Judges, being human, have a strong dis- 
taste for dilemmas; itis only the novice on 
the bench who becomes extra-judicial, and 
the Supreme Court, recognizing the ‘pecu- 
liar ugliness in a suit of this sort, will cer- 
tainly find some technical ground for dis- 
missing it, if possible—no hard legal knots 
like this will be touched if they can be put 
by. Yet, if the case is not dismissed, and if 
judgment is obtained, what will be done 
with it? If a municipality can by law pos- 
sess property subject to execution, the regu- 
lar course is to issue process against it. 
Assuming that property of.a State; sub- 
ject to execution, may similarly be seized, 
what is such property? The taxes and 
other revenues, being necessary to its 
existence, just as the personal earnings of 
an individual debtor are to his, are not sub- 
ject to execution, either in the Treasury or 
in transit to it. But all-other State property 
consists of public buildings, lands, railroads, 
or bonds held in sinking funds. The last, 
it is probable, would not be found ; even if 
a sale were ordered, there would be no con- 
siderable mercantile value in State-houses 
and State Prisons, waiving the uncertainty 
about being permitted to take possession 
peaceably. - Nobody will bid on a title likely 
to be disputed at law, or buy what he can- 
not take without facing an angry community, 
and this consideration would especially 
deter bidding on public lands, which must 
be personally occupied in order to be made 
available. A State cannot be imprisoned 
or be brought.up in supplementary pro- 
eoodings; it has probably no attachable 
-property, and if it has, there is none that is 
practically salable. The judgment must be 
returned unsatisfied. What then?

further suppose that Mr. CongLine, when 


found by the excited ex-Governor display- 


ing in the latter’s drawing-room that magnifi- 
cent torso, once so rapturously admired by 
an enthusiastic female newspaper corre- 
spondent, and when threatened with death 
and. laden with opprobrious epithets, 
sneaked quietly away, is to assume that the 
gallant New-York Senator is not so brave in 
action as he isin speech. These assump- 
tions are monstrous and incredible. Very 
possibly, Gov, SrraGguz, when excited by 
railroads, may feel a desire to kill Mr. Gonx- 
Lina, for it is a curious fact that there is 
something about him—possibly his torso— 
which arouses a vague longing to slay him 
even among the most peaceful men. It is, 
however, absolutely impossible that he 
could have been at Narragansett Pier in 
the circumstances alleged by those who 
fancy that he was the person whom Gov, 
Sprraeve undertook to shoot. The simple 
truth is that the State of Rhode Island is 
not large enough to hold him. We may, 
therefore, eliminate Senator ConxkLING from 
the problem and dismiss him from our at- 
tention. 

Then, there is the theory that a German 
teacher called Livox was the destined heir 
of the contents of the ex-Governor’s shot- 
gun. A person who believes, or pretends 


to believe, that his name is Livox, and that 


he isa German, has published a “ state- 
ment” in which he recites the true facts just 
mentioned concerning himself, and evident- 
ly thinks that they constitute a sufficient 
reason why ex-Gov. Spracvuz should have 
tried to shoot him. No intelligent man can 
bring himself to believe in Mr, Linox as a 
German, distinct and separate from Senator 
Conxuine. The alleged Lovox may fancy 
that the ex-Governor wanted his blood, but 
hé is mistaken. In his séparate and indi- 
vidual shape, Mr. Linck looks very much 
like an invention—an afterthought of some 
astute person, who, desiring to explain why 
Gov. SPRaGuE indulged in shot-guns, invent- 
eda cheap German as asuitable target. When 
an ex-Governor and ex-Major-General, excit- 
ed by railroads, starts out toshoot, he shoots 
something of more consequence than casual 
Teutonic teachers of the German language. 

There is only one clear consistent theory 
of the matter, and this theory needs only to 
be set forth to commend itself at once to 
general belief. The alleged Linck and the 
pretended ConELING are one and the same 
person, and neither has been invented to 
shield the other from unpleasant notoriety. 
Either Senator Conxiine has become a 
German, and has been giving lessons in his 
adopted tongue to the youthful Spracuzs, 
or a local Narragansett German, bearing the 
same name as the distinguished son of 
New-York and possessing a like torso, has 
incurred the wrath and narrowly escaped 
the shot-gun of an excited ex-Governor. 

On the whole, we might as well decide 
that Senator CowELixe has become a-Ger- 
man, and that Gov. Spracusz, having em- 
ployed him to teach his children, turned
